Dissensions. 

WHEREVER they may be examined, human relations seldom 
show very much in the nature of unity of idea. There is no people 
bul is riven through and through with dissension in respect to 
most matters concerning them, the exception being anything like 
complete harmony of thought or method. Nations are much 
more surely held together by disagreement than cemented by 
muteal accord: for differences in opinion compel that mutual give 
and take between those of whom Nations are composed whick, 
in turn, involves the self-restraint and consideration for others 
without which Society in avy form could not exist. It would 
be wonderful if Jews did not follow. this invariable rule or 
were so peculiar as to be immune from the characteristic noticeable 
in all other peoples. it would be remarkable if with the indivi. 
dualism which is so strong a trait with the Jew, the quality of 
discord were not more pronounced than among other folk. And it 
would be strange indeed, if in things concerning their National 
future, Jews did not manifest the greatest disposition to disagree. For 
the National question with Jews is a veritable complex, giving rise to 
; oblems of intense importance affecting every aspect of their lives, 
and most of them based on future conditions which even the most 
far seeing can envisage but dimly. No wonder then that the Jewish 
National Movement has a history of one long internal contest, 
besides being the eause of much bitterness and much struggle else- 
where. There is, however, nothing to regret in it, however vexing 
and nerve-racking and sometimes disappointing it may be. 
ror those who can take due measure of its tendencies will note 
these dissensions both within and without the rank of 
/ionism as a sign of life and vigour. The Movement is 
out to build a National Home for the Jewish People—a live 
pulsing construction in which the passions and the prejudices, the 
aspirations and the hopes of Jews must form an essential element. 
ihey are not—at least let us so hope—building a Jewish Mausoleum 
in Palestine. So that we need not be discouraged; on the contrary, we 
tay well feel encouraged when we observe such outbreaks in the 
Movement as are now to_be seen in the United States and of which 
Dr, STEPHEN Wise is the storm centre. The statement he makes to 
explain his position is interesting, although it hardly seems to be 
complete. If we may put itso; it is, of course, the truth: but is it 
the whole truth? We ask this because it is impossible to say that 
the conditions to which Dr, Wisk points are of to-day, They arose 
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when the Zionist Organieation assented to the Churchill

Bat the sooner he dis- 
sociates himself from a performance which we prefer not to 
characterise, the better for the Movement and for his leadership 
of it.

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- IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


An Urgent Need. 


By Mentor. 


ITHIN a few weeks the Community and its wife—and 
children—will disperse to far-off places, seeking rest 
and refreshment (in the true meaning “of that much 
abused word) away from the urban centres they inbabit 

during all tue remainder of the year. It is, therefore, thinking now 
o! clearing up any questions that have been mooted and that are 


not. completely disposed of —there are many in that condition—and 
not of engaging with any new problems. And the one to which 
| p opose here to refer is a new one, although old. It is new-old, 
insomuch that it his so entirely dropped out of the Communal cata- 
lovue for so long that its consideration would have to be begun 
afresh. Yet, just as if is never too late to mend, so it is never too 
early to break the ground for the future. And I think that at the 
moment there is something to be said about the particular topic I 
have in mind that renders a few words concerning 16 now apt and 
in pace. IT am quite sure none the less, that wiat lam about to 
siy will not clinch the matter, and that still many a galion of 
Tiames water will flow past the river banks before the Community 
de ermines to make any definite move in regard to it. 


What I would draw attention to here is the urgent need of 
Metropolitan Jewry for a Centre—a rallying place to which all 
Jews and Jewesses may from time to time be drawn, and from 
w ich may radiate the inspiration and the urge upon them, every 
ove of them in their own sphere, to do the work and pursue 
the activities which the Community asks of them. It is in 
short our old Communal Centre .about which so mach has been 
heard and so little done. Why this should have been so it is 
a little difficult to understand. At one time I know there was 
on the carpet a favourable scheme which, if I mistake not, Mr. 
Robert Katz proposed, and which he was then prepared to back up 
with a substantial subscription for purchasing at the centre of 
London a house that should be fitted to become the offi ial converg- 
ing spot for London's Jewry. Why did that scheme not so much fail 
fo muiterialise »s melt into oblivion? Is it true, as has been said 
to my knowledge, that the mot dordre went out from high-placed 
quarters that the matter should not be pursued, but should be 
allowed to drop because it was feared that the Centre might prove 
“too democratising’? I do not myself attach much value or 
credence to this wholly unsatisfactory and unsatisfying reason. But 
there must be some that refuses to London Jewry what every 
considerable Jewry on-the Continent and in America possesses, to 
say nothing of some of our own Provincial Communities. 


It is not my purpose here to explain the uses to which a Com- 
munal Centre could be placed or the useful work it could be 
the means of aceomplishing for the Community. That has 
frequently been done, and suffice it to say that at every 
turn the void is felt. One aspect. of that void, however, 
has been brought vividly to mind recently. If we had a 
Communal Centre there would at once grow out of it some 
representative body that could from time to time become 
a® nuexus between Metropolitan-Jewry (and by reason of its 
position it would come to represent Anglo-vewry in genera!) and 
those Jews of other lands, more or less distinguished in some walk 
of life or the other, who occasionally visit these shores. There are 
many such birds of passage who come to London during the year 
and the Community here never has the opportuuity of making 
their acquaintance or they of the Community. This aloofness ig 
bad. It deprives us Jews in this country of much we might 
with advantage learn sbout other lands, and it prevents Jews 
from other lands learning much that it would be well they 
should know of Anglo-Jewry. A Communal Centre would thus 
break down a barrier between Anglo-Jewry and the Jewries 
of elsewhere, which I am sure is a constant hindrance to the 
common progress of Jewry at large and the Causes with which 
they are identified. We have no institution or Organisation that 
can do—or at least that does—the immense and far-reaching good 
which this practical realisation of the K'lal Visrael idea would 
constitute, and indeed would, even by its mere establishment, tend 
to accomplish, 


Let me give just three instances of what I mean. A little while 
ago Mr. Felix Warburg was a visitor to this country. I need scarcely 
mention that Mr, Warburg is one of the world’s most renowned 
philanthropists. He has given vast fortunes, as they are called, for 
public objects, chiefly for the relief of pain and suffering and sorrow.

Me. HARRY BALER, 

The Ceath, in the filiy-seventh year of his age, has occurred of 
Mr. Harry Baker, after a long ilincss. He for some time wus a 
member of the Associ:te Synag gue Committee of the United 
Synagogue Council, where he represented th Richmond Synagogue. 
The deceased was a pioncer in this country of the Zionist 
Movement, to which he devoted himself with carnest fidelity. He 
was one of founders of the Glasgow Zionist Society when he resided 
in that city, and on removing to London in 1904 he became associate: 
with the English Zionist Federation. He was a man of singularly gentle 
character, kind and considerate to all, and the suffering he was cafed 
upon to endure during the last 'wo years of his life he bore with remark. 
able courage and patience. Much sympathy is felt in their bereavement 
for his widow and their son.

THE NEW PRAYER-BOOK. 


Meeting of Dissidents. 


A meeting of members of the W: st London Synagogue, who dissent 
from the alterations that have been made in the Sabbath Prayer-Book, 
was hel! on Sunday morning last at the Piccadilly Hotel. Mr. A. KING. 
HAMILTON presided, ant the following attended:

As a resalt of the meeting. a statement of the views of members 
attending was to have been submitted to the Council of the Synagogue at 

meeting yosterday. 
THE STATEMENT 
is as follows :— 

The meeting on Sunday was unanimous in its expression of regret 
that any alterations at all have been made in the Prayer-Book. The 
members felt that there |}ad been no call for them on the part of the 
congregation in general, and that a mere alteration of the Prayer Book 
would not tend to larger attendances, which appears to have been the 
wiea of those responsible for the al erations. T ec meeting, therefore, 
expressed the view that it would desire above all things that the present 
alterations should not be continued and that the Congregation should 
revert to the original Prayer-Book, which was one of great beauty. | ased 
ipon Jewish tradition and carefully and delicately compiled in accordance 
with the true priveiples for which the Congregation stands. Lo the 
earnest Jew, the Prayér-Book as we had it and the tervices were all- 
sufficient for the sacred purpose for which they were intended, 

[t is therefore entirely without prejudice to this opinion that the 
meeting made the sv¢gestions that are set forth herein upon the new 
Prayer-Look, 

Broadly speaking, the objection to it was its tendency to “Churchi- 
ness” and the elimination of the distinctive element associated with 
Synagogue worship. The further reduction of Hebrew, for instance, was 
regarded with especial aversion. Those present at the meeting were 
strongly of opinion that. the constant increase in English in our worship, 
which has been adopted in recent years, must have the effect of 
encouraging a neglect of the study of Hebrew. That, in turn, must 
eventuate in an assimilation not merely of our Services to nea-Jewish 
Services, but of our people to non-Jews, in that sense of the term «hich 
all Jews should regard as reprehensible. This is especially important in 
the case of children; If the Service is largely in English, there is ne 
incentive for children to learn, eny more than there is for their parents 
to have them taught, Hebrew. The extent of damage which the elimina- 
tiod of He rew is causing may be judged from a remark that was retailed 
at the m: eting—a member had observed that he really preferred the 
Jewish part of the Service to the English! And the present Prayer-Book 
sacrifices several prayers which hitherto have been rendered in Hebrew, 
so as to include prayers in English. This the meeting considered a grave 
mistake. 

A further mistake which the meeting unanimously condemned was 
the introduction of singing in English by the Cacir. The members were 
of opinion that, by reason of this, a great deal of what they deemed a 
most objectionable part of the present Prayer-Book had come about 
—the singing of an anthem in English and the singing of hymns 
in En lish. This is totally inconsistent with Jewish traditional worship 
and with the worship-tradition of our own synagogue. In any c:se, its 
effect inust be to make the service more like a non-Jewish and less like a 
Jewish service. Ihe proposal that English hymus should be sung by the 
choir is not a new one, but Whenever suggested previously it had been 
defeated. 

An apparently small matter in connection with this point, bat one 
really of importance, has, however, it seems, not been considered. If the 
choir is tosing in English, the choice of choristers in t’ e future (assuming 
they are to be Jews) must te very materially limited. They can be 
chosen only from those who are English by birth and upbringing, and 
moreover those whose English diction is pure and undefiled. This 
necessarily bars out either foreign-born Jews who speak English with a 
foreign accent, or Jews with, for instance, the special dialect of thoce ip, 
say, the Fast End of London. For it would be unthinkable that our ch: ir 
singing in English should “murder” the national tongue. 
Hebrew alone is sung, the question does not arise. 

While on the subject of the choir, it is as well to say that the meeting 
was also of the opinion that the organist should be asked to use for choir 
purp ses more traditional music than has been employed in the past and 
that he should in no circumstances, where such can possibly be avoided, 
nse tunes that are regularly used in non-Jewish places of worship. 

Various members at the meeting mentioned in addition to the above, 
tome details of the new Prayer-Book, which they thought objectionable: 

1, The omission ad hoc of certain verses in Psalms was deprecated. It 
was thought that it would be far preferable, when a complete psalm is not 
to be used, rather than to omit certain verses of the Psalms because not 
de: med suitable in sentiment (or for some other such reason), that 
sections of the Psalms should be chosen and the rest would be omitted 
automatically without any reason being mentioned. The reason which is 
said to have guided the Revision Committee in the omissions made 
£eemed to the members wholly untenable. 

2. That both paragraphs of Nishmat should be restored, as in the old 
Prayer-Book, in the place of the new ones proposed, 

~ %. That on each Sabbath, Psalm 92 and 93, being the Psalms for the 
Sabbath Day, should be sung in Hebrew. On alternate Sabbaths the 
Bong of Moses should be sung in Hebrew.

“United Synagogue Reactionaries.”’

From Mr. J. MENDELOWITCH. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 

Sik,—1 would be obliged if you would kindly permit me to reply to 
the letter which was written by the Rev. J. F. Stern, under the heading 
of “United Synagogue Reactionaries ” and published in your issue of the 
13th inst. I must state at the outset that I strongly resent the reference 
by Mr. Stern to a section of the Council being regarded as the reactionary 
party. I emphatically contend that there is no justification whatever for 
making such a drastic statement. 

Ever since I have had the honour of serving on the Council, I have 
invariably maintained a free and independent attitude on all questions 
which have arisen for consideration. I do believe that Mr. Lionel L, 
Cohen did a valuable service in drawing the attention of the Council to 
the questionnai:e which was put to the candidates for the post of Minister 
to the East London Synag gue. Iam greatly surprised to hear from Mr, 
Stern that the candidates did not resent the question with regird to the 
composition of the choir, If this is the case, then I must say that the 
future of the Anglo-Jewish ministry must be in a precarious position, 
There is another point: f view which.must be considered. It might be 
that the candidates officially did not object to the question, but unofficially 
they did. In any case it cannot be denied that they were placed in 
rather a difficult situation—a situation which ought never to have arisen. 

Il am amazed that Mr. Stern should quote a Reform minister, the 

Rev. H. 8. Lewis, M.A., on the question of mixed choirs. I challenge him 
to deny that the formation of the Stepney Orthodox Synagogue has 
greatly contri! uted to the fact that the East London Synagogue has ever 
since remained a delicit > ynagogue. 
. I observe that Mr. Stern states that his Synagogue is faced with @ 
waitng list of prospective members. And pray, how long has this been? 
According to the United Synagogue annual accounts for 1927 and estimates 
for 1928 which tiave just been published, on page 45 it will be noticed 
that under the’column of Members paying and awaiting Seats,” the gure 
for the East London Synagogue is nil. Where is tuat waiting list now’ 

Now a word or two with reference to the past history of mixed 
choirs. Can Mr. Stern say whether the question of mixed choirs has ever 
been approved by the Chief Rabbi and Beth Din? The synagogues which 
have mixed choirs to-day have asked f»r no authority. What hey 
have done they have done entirely on their own responsibility.—

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JEWISH MODERNISM.*

When we corsider the prob.ems which liberation from the bondage of 
Egypt called forth, we are profoundly impressed by their bearing on the 
difficulties w th which we are confronted in modern times. The Egyptian 
se vitude did not rob Israel of spirituality, but of piritedsess. Moses had 
to ace the difficulty of a people with whom lack of «piritedness, bor of 
servitade. made ‘hem susceptible of deflection from their traditional 
beritage. The centuries of bitter servitude in Europe which the lack of 
civic status involved, similarly has ro! bed us of <piritedness, though not 
of ours pirituality. inthis he ven-favoured country, the Jes have found 
asafe home. hey enjoy compl teciviland relig ons liberty. They enter 
fully into the privileges which «re the birthright of the Citize 6 of the 
United British Empire. All public offices a‘e t r wn open to them. 
The Universities and public College receive them, and itis the barest 
truth to say that there are no barriers to their social or intellectual 
mivancement. O cupying a high position—for they are debarr d from 
acthing they show themselves equal to attain—the Jews in England 
could by consistency command ad keep the respect of their no - 
Jewish neighbours. In po other country have they a more unique 
opportunity of testifying their. wholesome pride in, and affection for, 
their anc stra! faith, but the centuries of servitude have left their 
mark, and the lack of national spiritedness has mad them as before 
viel! to Philistine influences which causes them to Lec me ex- 
tremely callous in all matters relating to their religion. Alas! 
in these days, the Philistin'-s were not from without but from 
within. Our great traditional heritage is attacked ty “ Modernists” 
from within, whose widespread indifference to the glorious and holy 
remembrinces of the past, forces itself upon our atten'ion and reminds 
us that we have in our ranks numbers of c religionists who have 
dev: loped such a distaste for many of the important ordinances of 
our revered ‘ait as to cause them to advocate the most radical 
so-called “Reforms” which, if generally ad pted, are certain to 
fap and undermine the historic citadel of our spiritual system 
-—the binding authority of the Volume of the Sacred Law and its 
time-honoured authenticated ex position. Under the guise of * Libera ism,” 
pernicious novelties have been introduced int» the Synagogue Serv ce. 
A policy of destructive reform is being freely advocated by the exponents 
of “Liberal” Judaism, whith 's subver-ive not only in method, but in 
principle. For the sake of convenience, and in order to keep pace with 
the so-called spirit of the imes, a form of religios has recently been 
introduced into th» Anglo-tewish Community which is anything but 
Jadaism-—-a form of religion that seeks, among oth: r things, to make our 
holy language s i:bservient to the vernacular, to m-ddle with our most 
sacred possession—the Torah, to beli(tle the rich treasures of our litera- 
ture, and to cast aside our peculiar and beautiful observances; in fact to 
abolish many of the m st holy and lovely rites and traditions of our 
ancestral faith. But the increase of secul.r knowledge, the progress of 
thought and the spread of culture has not taught the “ Moderni ts” 
that the synagogu in Ortholox Jewish life is not the all-inall of 
Judaism. Alteration or changes that simply begin and end in the syna- 
gogue can only increase our religious difficulties and brin: discord in 
our midst. The home is the tabernacle which shelters the traditional 
Jowish Family Life. It is there where we Jews from time immemorial 
have taught our children everything that is : oble and elevating and holy, 
and have bronvht them up not only in the faith and fear of God, bit t.ave 
set them in that grat spiritual! citadel a worthy example of the true 
Jewish life,—“ plain living and high thinking,” the old and everlastingly 
true ideal. The dangerous attacks of “ Modernists” with their absurd 
arrogation of the sole right to be regarded as liberal-minded, can be 
successful y withstood, not as some imagine, by infringement upon the 
“Path of O11," nor by abrogation of the dicta of our much-abused Sages, 
but by the restoration of Judaism in the Home as the precedent to a 
revitalisation of Judaismin the Synagogue. The duty of Orthodox Jews 
is clear. We must not be led away by those who tell us our Religion 
must be reformed as being too antiquated. No, we must cling tenaciously 
to the traditions of the past. We must cherish them for the inspiration 
they give and the meaning they posses.. We must train our offspring 
to become worthy Israelites. We must mould and f rm the moral a d 
mental character of our children by infusing into them the spirit of true 
Judaism, and, ab ve «ll, strive to counteract the evil influe ce which the 
incorrect doctrines of “ Libera!" Judaism are likely to exert on them. If 
chang 8s in our bea ‘tiful Synagogue Ritual are nece-sary or desirable— 
and that is questionable—the changes we orthodox Jews can alone 
support and at any time a voc«te must be those strictly in accordance 
with the spirit and letter of the revealed Law of God—the Law of God 
which, for so many centuries, has been the solace and the inspiration of 
all true sons of Israel, who reverence it as the source of their religious, 
moral and social! ideals. and who ses in it an indissoluble bond of union 
for Jewry throughout the world. 

“May it be thy will, O Lord our God and God of our fathers, that we 
may kcep thy statu.es in this world, and be worthy to live to witness and 


inherit happiness and blessing in the days of the Messiah, and in the life 
of the world to come.” 3

Rev. 8. Frampton, B.A., preaching from the text, “And all Israel had 


light in their dwellings,” showed how those opposite conditions—darkness 
among the Egyptians, light in Israel—were typical in a symbolical sense 
of the difference that bad existed between Israel and other peoples during 
the greater part of the time they had figured on the pages of history. If 
it could be said that the medieval darkness had now been illumined, 
their light should still be refulgent; and however high the standard of 
life and of religious and moral practice around, there should still be

a blaze of light in all the dwellings of Israel. Speaking of the 
influence of Home religion as their chief source of light, the preacher 
remarked that it was typical of the whole Jewish outlook that 
the first religious observance laid upon the Israelites—the 
Passover—was to find its fulfilment in the family circle. The 
holiness of the bome had become the Jewis: idcal. It was 
the citadel of their faith and once its walls w re down their first 
ad chief defences were gone. If they bad denuded their home of 
those things did the light of religion shine any more brightly, as 
brightly, there for that reason? Was private or family prayer more 
frequent? Was religious sentiment as deep? Some of the best men 
whose cheracters had made for righteousness in the national and com, 
munal life had confessed that they found their highest inspiration in 
the ea ly influence of the home religion on their lives. must 
remember that the Jewish home was only shedding its fall light when 
in addition to inculcating love of God and loyalty to their practices it 
was building up a conception of character that placed integrity ‘+¢f re 
success, duty bef re picasure, and the service of one’s fellows before 
seif-aggrandisemeut. And this was ever possible if they were true to 
their own id als, followed their own positive code, and resolved to 
remain links in the great chain of fulfiiment of Israel's Law. 

But they were being told that all this was antiquated, hat they were 
living in a progressive age and that they must progress. That. was t ue. 
They must progress. But there was a true progress and a false progress, 
And with them true progress in religios must be order y, not revolu- 
tionary. It must be in harmony with tradition, tradition interpreted 
correctly. But att a’ juncture in the religious history of the loca! com. 
munity let them-remind thems Ives that they did not progress by a 
religion of | cgations, a religion of denials, a “ go as you please” religion; 
a religion that cut the past from beneath the feet, that left them no 
anchorage-—-except the shifting sands of individual inclination—and set 
up as standard and guide the will-o'-the-wisp of changing views, of cha: g- 
ing generations! In the words of one of the most libe al-minded «f 
Jewish thinkers, “ When we have finished making o'r religion easy-going 
enough, itis easily gone.” On that Passover morning they would ec o 
the words of the stalwart, “ God forbid that I should give up the i.heri- 
tance of my Fathers”; they would renew their allegiance to their 
inheritance, “the Law which Moses commanded.” Their f ther. had 
ki died a great light, succeeding generations had held it aloft, and they 
would, under Providence, hand it on to those who followed them, strong 
and undimmed,

INCULCATING “HATRED AND CONTEMPT.” 


The JEWISH WORLD, inits issue of yesterday, mskes further referenco 
to the br. adcasting of Mr. John Masefield’s “Good Friday,” with the 
revolt ng picture its gives of Jews in connection with the Crucifixion. 
Continuing, the | ditor writes: 


As it happens the same topic is dealt with in the last issue of the 
SUNDAY WORKER, by Mr. T. A. Jackson, presumably a non-Jew. 
He writes in my contemporary an article na book entitled: “ The 
Jews,” by Mr, Hilaire Beiloc, a cheap edition of which has just been 
issued. Mr. Jackson calls the work a “dangerous book ”—all the 
more dangerous by r-ason of its plausibility and the “ irrational over- 
reement,” in which the author indulges. I recollect that very much 
the same couclusion occurr d to me when I first read the book with, 
as Il remember, its off-guarding dedication toa Jewess. However, 
what specially struck me because for me it was so topical in Mr, 
Jackson's review of Mr. Belloc’s book, is the reference it contains to 
the story of the Crucifixion and the part alleg d to have been prayed 
init by t:e Jews. Mr. Jackson writes: 

For centuries the manufacture of “ public opinion "in Europe was a 
monopoly of the Church - the Church that never failect to drill into its flock 
from the age of infantile credulity up to that of toothless imbecility, that 
“the Jews, they cracified Him, and nailed him to atree.” Hence thie 
name “Jew” became for the faithful synonymous with “ Judas,” traitor,” 
and “ faithless unbeliever.” 

In that spirit Jews were barred from tandowning, from every liberal 
profession, from every guild of craft —from everything but money-lending 
and the riskiest of mercanttle enterprises. Sofar as Christendom could 
ensure it the Jew ate nothing but the bread of sorrow and watered it with 
nothing but the tears of affliction. . . . 

it was this inculeated hatred and contempt—directly begotten by 
brooding upon the Cracifixion story —-that caused all the Jew massacres 
from the Middle Ages to the pogroms—of the Black Hunalreds, of the 
Whites in the Ukraine, of Admiral Horthy, and of Bessarabia but yester- 
day. It is this, intensified by hatred for the revolutionary proletariat 
(the Jews are 80 per cent. proletarian), that. causes ‘all ‘that filthy anti- 
aeoete which will reproduce those pogroms as and when it finds itself 
able. 

With that I agree—every word (adds the JEWISH WORLD com- 
ment). And itseems to me prepdste:ous that Jews shoul object to 
& protest made «gainst the perpetuation of this basic wrong against 
the Jewish People. Sorely the time has come when in a country 
like this Jews should feel it their duty to scotch this spectre of evil 
wherever that is possible. Otherwise all our boasted position of 
equal citizen-hip and all the rest is, as I said last week, mere make- 
believe i not sheer humbog,

COMPLIMENTARY DINNER. 


A dinner in honour of the Rev. Gershon Sirota, the world famous 
Chazan, was given last Saturday evening by the J wish National Club, 
at its premises, 38, Pembury Road, Clapton. Mr, lL. PODRUSHNIK presided, 
and extended a welcome to Haham Dr. and Mrs. Gaster and Cantor Sirota. 

Haham Dr. GAsTER, who is one of the Vice-Presidents of the Jewish 
Chronicle Music Festival, in the course of his address, said that he was 
present because he liked to join his friends on an evening which 
they had arranged as something in the nature ofa musical festival. The 
Jews, hap ily, were stili very fond of synagogue music and of music in 
general, and t eir ear had been trained through ages past by the 
renderings of the (hazan. It was in this old tradition, as far as music 
was concerned, that Jews differed from practically every other n tion. 
Music was the sou of a people. No nation could express its deepest 
sen iments more clearly or more profoundly than by tune or melody, 
whether the occasion were a joyous or a mournful one. Music was 
uni ersal. Inthe Schools of his Co eregation he had insisted that the 
children should learn synagogue melodies and other Jewish melodies, 
Once these were learnt, they were remembered thr ughout life, 
There were two kinds of Jewi h music —the sacred and the secular. The 
sacred was that which had been reserved for divine services, and the 
secalar was wha was called folk music. Folk music appealed strongly 
to every human soul. The Jews had their folk music; it was part of 
their folk liter ture. The origin and history of Jewish folk music was 
still a subject too little known. So ething had been done, a d some- 
thing moe, he hoped, would be done to pri serve Je ish Folk Music 
bef re it was too late. T e A hkenaz m, with very few exceptions, 
had no tradition 1 tunes. This coul: n t be wondered at, seeing that 
they had lived in Gh ttoes, had been persecuted, and were a rad to 
raise their voices aloud. A few tunes had been preserved, such as he 
Kol Nidre and the K ddish. He persona ly liked to hear old tune:, but 
feared that if they wixed the sacred with the secular they would be 
doing g eat ha~u.

The world famous Cantor Sirota, known as “the Jewish Caruso, “has 
promised, if he is -till here at the time, to take ap active part in The 
Jewish Chronicle Music Festival. 

This piece of new (writes our representative) which will be hailed 
with pleasure by ali music enthnsiast , [ am able to annonnce as a result 
oO’ an exclusive int rview-. which this king of 
Chazanim accorded me at Stern's Hotel Aldgate, 
where h. is staying. 

The Cantor, who is fifty years of age, 
expressed his delight that such a Festival was 
bei :¢ organised by THE JEWISH CHRONICLE and 
said that he wished it every possible success. 

We conversed in Yiddish (he does not speak 
English) and Mr. Sirota told me that he thought 
the obj-ct wich animated those who were 
responsible for th: idea was a very iandibe one, 
in that it is calculated to provide a certain 
fillip and stimulous to Jewish masic and foster 
an interest in and enthusiasm for Chazanuf. 

“Has such a Festival ever been held any- 
whereas far as you know?” I asked him. 

“ As far as I can tell, no,” came the reply. 

Question das to what he thousht of the choirs in the Synagogues of 
this country, Cantor Sirota replie | that they were no: at all as good as 
they should be. 

“Ab-oid,” he said, “those singing in a choir do not work and then go 
to sing. Singing in the choir is their profession, an} it should be the 
samei thiscountry. Otherwise Jewish choirs will never be a success.” 


Was he in favour of m xed choirs? Well, it was a question which he 
would rather not answer, except to say that his sympathies were more 
with the orthodox element of the Community. 


An important statement made by the Cantor was that it would be 
a good thing ifa kind of Academ. for Chazaxut were established in this 
country, at which those aspiring to the calling of Chazan would be pro- 
perly trained not only in the rudiments of Chazanut itsélf, but also in the 
other branches of the profession, so tha when a particular congregation 
engaged a man trained at such an Academy, they would get one who was 
properly qualified for the job. 


“ Unfortunately,” added Mr. Sirota, “ many of the Chazanim at present 


holding positions are not by any means as sufficiently trained as they 
might be.” 


Speaking on the subject of Jewish music, he declared that it had 
developed considerably during the last fifteen years. He was strongly 
against the introduction of any operatic melodies into the service of the 
synagogue, and said that Jewish music should remain purely Jewish 
mus.¢c in order that the service should be essentially Jewish. . 


Cantor Sirota began to sing at a very early age and was known asa 
wonder boy, and when only sixteen was already a Chazan. He has 
remained in the service of the synagogue all his life. He has appeared 
at concerts in every large town of Europe and America, His voice is of 
such quality that Caruso once expressed the utmost regret that such a 
great tenor was denied to opera. The great Cantor appeared at a concert 
at the Hippodrome, New York, in 1912, when Caruso, at the conclusion 
of the concert, went up to him and shook him warmly by the hand. It 
Was on that occasion that they were photographed together.

Biography. 


“A MeMorrn OF HERBERT EDWARD RYLE,” by the Rev. Maurics H. 
Fitzgerald (Macmillan, 15s.) gives a vivid account of the various stage; of 


‘the career of a moder: Churchman, and shows how his powers as au 


administrator, his co-rage and persnasiveness as a teacher, his single. 
minded devotion to d:ty, and his personal charm enabled him to fill in 
succession such posts as a Theological Profess rship, the Headship of a 
College at Cambridge, the Bishoprics of Exeter and Winchester, and 
fina ly the Deanery of Westmirster “The Canon of the Old Testam nt ” 
and “ Philo and Holy Scripture” arenmong Ryle's works knowa to Jewi-t 
students. But it was as Dean of Westminster during the whole of tie 
War and some years afterwards that Herbert Kyle's name will porheps 
be longest known. KRvyic wrote the inscription for the grave-stone 
of the “Unknown Warrior” in tho Abvey. Hardly bad the new 
stone been plas d in position when Dean Ryle became involved in a 
corre -pondence with Mr, 8. I. Lovy, Principal of the Liverpool! Hebrew 
Schools. Writing o1 November 22nd, 1921, Mr. Levy reminded the Dean 
that bencath the stone rested the body of a British Warrior unknown by 
pame «r rank, waknown also was the taith of the unknown warrior, bcav, 
was the toll of Je :ish life on the batticfields of France, in many Jewish 
homes to-day the mis<ing warrior so: w s mourned, and the line in th« 
inscription, “In Christ-shall all be made alive,” did not me: t the spiritual 
destinies of both J.w and Gentile. The Dean replied on D. cember sth, 
and argued that as'Westmiuster Abbey ts a Christian Church, on a grave. 
stone con'aining tive texts it Was not unreasonable that one of those texts 
sho :ld con ain the words of Christian resurrection hope. Mr. Levy how. 
ever, retarned to the charc¢e on December 1th, averring that the great 
and beautiiul conception in the re-interment of the Unknow +» Warrior was 
baulked by the introduction of a Christia: aspiration, and again desirins 
that some other text might be substituted for that which he had called in 
question. Dern Ryle romaiuedintiexible on the point at issue, and, afior 
farther correspondence, flually wrote that the text “ In Christ shall all be 
made alive” represents the Chr stian faith for which the Abbey stands, 
Mr. Leyy's first letéer, and the Dean's firstreply, are printed in full. ‘the 
further letters are briefly summarised. It is to the biographe:’s credit 
that he bas thus placed on record both the dignity and consistency of 
Mr. Levy's claim and also Ryle’s scrupulous anxiety not to compromise 
his own faith as a Christian. This “Memoir of Herbert Edward Ryle” 
will, therefore, always serve as a usefal and authoritative reference for 
any future attempt that may still with justice be made for amending the 
inscription so that every jin» withoutexception should breathe solace and 
inspire hope to all, without religious offence to any, for the Unknown 
Warrior who laid down his life for his King and Country. 


Charch and Synagogue. 


About fifteen years ago the Salem Congregational Chapel. Hull, was 
converted into a synagogue. When it was discovercd that there were 
vaults beneath the building containing human remains, Rabbi J. D. 
Lur e, then of Hull, and now o° Glasgow, cons ited Rabbi l. H. Dai hes, 
wi ethe under t e circumstances Cohanim were permittted to enter the 
buil ing for prayer. Rabbi Daiches, accomp nied by R bbi Sinson, 
then visited Hull, inspected the building, and rccommended ome 
minor structural lterations which would permito Cohanim at ending 
serv.ces t ere. Th se modifications were duly carried out, and 
since that date ths Cogan Strect Synagogue has pursued the 
even tenor of its way. IReeently. Rabbi M. Schwartz issued an 
interdict forbidding not only Cehanim but all Jews to use this 
symagogue as a place of worshp. “TAMARATH HAKODESH,” by 
Rabbi I. H. Daiches (Joseph Porton, Leeds), is a Hebrew pamphlet in 
which the author adduces a wealth of refe ences to Rabbimic sources in 
vindication o! his original decision, so lately challenged. In this con. 
vincing presentation of his case, Rabbi Daiches in the evening of h s days 
shows no dimness of jndgment. He uses to the full bis fine equipment 
of persuasive scholarship and lucid exposition, aud carns the reward of 
approval for the } gal interpretation he advocates with such intellectual 
vigour and admirable conciseness. Rabbi Daiches promises a further 
contribution of greater length, in which he will deal with the permissibility 
of converting churches into synagogues. His fresh effort will be awaited 
with much interest. 


Hebrew Grammar. 


“THe GENIUS OF HesREWw GRAMMAR,” by Professor Theodore H. 
Robinson (Oxford University Press, 1s. 6d.), is the text of a stimulating 
Presidential Addr.ss delivered to the Society for Old Testament Study, 
December, 1927. All grammar is the resultant of two forces, phonetics 
and psychology, the former manifesting itself most obviously in the 
accidence, the latter in the syntax. Professor Robinson holds that no 
other language has ever p ssessedan accentual strength so overwhelming 
as that of Heb ew. It dominates the whole word, conatriols all the 
voealisation, and is the primiry factor in the inflexional tuat chaeges of 
the language. In his remiurks on the relation be ween grammar and 
style, ihe author points out that dt is universally conceded that the 
noblest monument of English literature is the Authorised Version of 
the Bible. But he doubts whether it is always realised that some of 
these clements which go to mike up the greatness of the Authorised 
Version are due to the fact that itis an attempt to give a literal transla. 
tion of the Hebrew original. Professor Robioson conclades that Hebrew 
is the language of a peop.e who possessed a concrete directness of thought, 


a elarity of vision, an instines for syathesis, and an appreciation of 


r-ality, which made them ideal exponents of truth for simple peop e. No 
better instrument than the Hebrew mind could have been found for the 
supreme literary revelation of God.

Hebrew Educational Council. 
[From our Correspondent,| 

A large gathering assembled at the Victory Cinema Theatre, Camp 
Road, on Sunday, to witness the distribution of prizes and certificates to 
the successful candidates in the recent open competitive examination in 
Hebrew and religion, for all children attending the Hebrew schools in the 
city. Mr. Sol. Goldberg presided, and among others present were Mr. 
lierbert M. Adler, M.A. (Director of Jewish Education), Mr. Bertram B. 
Benas, B.A... Mr. G. J. Webber, LL.B., the Rey. Dr. J. Abelson, 
M.A.. Professor Dr. &. Brodetsky, and Messrs. D. I. Sandelson, O.B.E., 
M. Burton, J.?., 8S. Wolfson, M. Stross, and S. H. Lyons. 

The Chairman said that the examination was held last month and was 
inaugurated by the Hebrew Educational Council. It had attrac cd a 
large number of pupils, and he was confident that a beginning had becn 
made for arousing more interest in the local Hebrew education of the 
young. 

‘The Key. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., welcomed the visitors. He said that 
Mr. Herbert Adicr had always been ready to place himself at the disposal 
of the Leeds community whenever required. Mr. Webber, he added, 
halkindly undertaken the task of examining the examination papers, 
and in that connection he had rendered an admirabl: service to the 
cominunity, 


Mr, Bertram B. Benas delivered an adress, in the course of which 
he complimented the Leeds community on the onity of effort which they 
were showing in the interests of the Hebrew education of the young.

The Charity Commissioners have now informed the Board that as no 
objections have been made they propose to make an Order vesting the Bancroft 


Roa Cemetery and the property annexed in the trustees designated by the 
Board. Major Isidore Salmon, M.P., has agreed to take charge of 


amendments to the Hairdressers’ and Barbers’ Shops Bill and the Shops (Hours 


of Closing) Bill, drafted by the Committee in order. to safeguard observant Jews 
who abstain from business on the Sabbath. A Children and Young Persons 
Bill has been introduced into the House of Commons. It prohibits the employ- 
ment of women and children on Sandays (except in certain specified occupat Ons, 
but it contains 4 safeguard for Jews who refrain from business on the Sabbath 
and wish to employ their Jewish employees on Sunday by providing that 
exemption may be granted by Departmental Order. The Committee think this 
procedure not enirely satisfactory, and requested the solicitor to draft an 
amendment to the Bill on the lines of the provision made for Jews in the 
Factories Act, 1901. Mr. Tinker has introduved his Factories Bill. It contains 
a safeguard for Jews, but although it is not entirely satisfactory the Committee 
do net recommend any action at this stage. 7 

Mr. LuUcIEN WOLF presented the report of the Joint Poreiga 
Comumnittee : 

The Committee notes with satisfaction that since ite last meeting the 
development of the situation in regard to the Jews of Roumania has pursued a 
_eourse in harmony with the pledges of the Roumanian Government and the 
suggestions submitted to it by the Committee in January. Symptoms of anti- 
Semitic unrest have not been wanting, but the Government has acted with 
cnergy and promptitude, and the peace has een well maintained. 

The Secretary presented a Report on the new Numerus Clausus Law. which 
has passed through all its stages in the Hungarian Parliament. It was resolved 
to approve the Report and to communicate it to the League of Nations. 

A further Report of the Secretary on the procedure of the Committees of 
Three of the League of Nations in dealing with Minorities petitions was alco 
considered by the Committee. The Report was adopted and ordered to be 
communicated to the Foreign Office and the League of Nations. 

Mr. WOLF said that they had no complaint to make with regard to 


the conduct of the Roumanian Government, and, so far as Hungary was 
concer ed, at any rate, technically they had reached a complete settle- 
ment of the Numerus Clausus question. Of course, there were and 
always would be, some cause for anxiety in Roumania, not merely 
Necause of the anti-Semitic agitation itself, but because of the political

Mr. N. LASkI (Manchester Great) said he wished to associate himself 
with the remarks made by Mr. Lissack with regard to THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, to whom the thanks of the Community were due for the 
leading article in question. To his mind, said Mr. Laski, the action of @ 
small section of the Jewish Community would, if they were not carefal,

What had actually happened in Manchester was this: For many years

They had had to tight 
the battle in the life of the late Dr. Adler, in the law courts, 
and they won. Recently they had to fight foreign Rabbanim, Some 
of the butchers were brought nto Police Courts for selting food unfit 
for human consumption, and several of them went bankrupt. Then this 
question came along of the Humane Killer, and, of course, they took great 
precautions that the clause should not aly to Jews and that Shochetim 
should only be authorised by the Chief Rabbi. Unknown t them, they 
were advised that the clause was alte:ed, and instead of “ Chief Rabbi*® 
“4 Rabbi” was inserted. They at once interviewed the Markets Com- 
mittee and it was at once altered A gentleman named Rabbi Gerber, 
accompanied by two other Rabbanim and three Shamassim, came to 
Manchester and obtained an interview with the Markets Committ e, and 
among other things that they + aid was this : Mr. Laski'sr ligious character 
would not stand investigation, he held no p:sition wh:tever in the 
Jewish community snd they should not take any advice that he might 
give them. “This,” wenton M . Laski, “was about the worst thing they could 
have said.” (Laughter.) A< soon as they intimated that Mr. Laski’s religi- 
ous character was not, in their opinion, one that could stand investigation, 
they were shown to the door.” (Laughter.) “ I want to say that for forty 
years I have work d for the community at large and I challenge any 
Rabbi to investigate my religious character, and so far as doing gcod for 
the Community I venture to say that I have done more than any of these 
Rabbanim.” (Hear, hear.) Bat, proceeded Mr. Laski, these gentlemen were 
not satisfied with interviewing the MarketsCommittee From there they 
went to a ‘ery important newspaper. They interviewed the editor and 
begged him to insert an article against the Jewish community of Man- 
chester. Then they interviewed two extreme members of the City 
Council. One was a gentleman who was taken out of the Council by 
the police at the last meeting. One was a lady who was dead against 
the Jewish method of killing. Mr. Laski read what was said by 
Councillor Hall and Miss Annie Lee at the City Council meeting, as 
reported in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, and added that in the end 
fur voted against and eighty for them. “If,” said Mr. Laski, “these 
gentlemen are really actuated by high motives of relig on they will work 
with us and not against us. TI am willing to hold out the hand of Jewish 
fellowship to these men if they will be reasonable. Let us work together. 
If we don’t, Shechita in this country will be very much jeopardised.” 

Mr. M. MYER (Cannon Street Road) asked the members to bear in 
mind the fact that these Rabbis were the great authorities of the T rah 
and of Judaism. These people whom they attacked from time to time 
were the people who were ready to sacrifice themselves for own wri it 
it were necessary for the protection of the Jewish law. Tolaugh at thrig 
orthodoxy was nothing short of a shame. Moreover, they must 
forget that in any community there were majorities and minorities, «a 
Jews who were 4 minority among the people should be he last in the 
world to do anything to offend minorities and to oppress them. They 
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should be the first to recognise that the minorities also had their point 
of view and they ought to try to appreciate that point of view. He (Mr. 
Myer) respected the C :ief Rabbi of the British Empire. Bat he could 
not help thinking that the proper course to have adopted would have 
been for Dr. Hertz to have called a conference to discus: with those 
Rabbis who were not in agreement with tim the whole questios in 
order to see if there was a possibility of coming to some agreement. He 
therefore suggested that the Board shoul | approach the Chief Rabbi with 
the object of convening such a Conference. 

Rabbi Dr. SAaMvuet. Daicues (Leeds Beth Hamedrash) said that the 
Jewish law was that the sanction of the Shkrchet should be in the hands 
of a qualified Rabbi. That had been the Jewish law for centuries. “I 
can uoderstand the view of members of cur community who think that 
the position of Shechi'a in the community in its various aspects should 
not be altered through Municipal By-Laws or Acts of Parliament.” He 
eould quite sce that in practice the solut on suggested was perhaps the 
best, owing to the unsettied condit.ons. in the community, but from 
the point of view of principle, they must understand the other view. 

Mr. Lioness. Conen (United Eynagogue) contended that the principle 
iovolwed was this: that the arrangements concerning Shechita had been 
entrusted to a certain authority which had been in existence for 100 years 
im this country. As a layman he was prepared to say that his point of 
wew that the Minheq could override the Pin, was right. Continuing, 
Mr, Cohen said he wished to express his indignation at the attitude of 
responsible Hubbanim and their methods in order to attain a temporary 
success over the heads of the recognised authorities of this country. He 
bad always ontertained the highest respect for foreign Rabbanim, but 
he could coul! see no help vegarding the action of the Habhanim in 
question as being traitorous to the cause of orthodox Judaism. 

Mr. M. Scuiwr (United Synagogue) said that Mr. Laski was quite 
right. Uf, as he had said, there was anyone who wanted to work in 
harmony with them let bim come forward. 

Mr. H. GAVENTA (Philpot Street Sphardish) rose to make an. explana. 
tion. They would remember, he said, that at the last meeting of the 
Board Mr. L. Kestenbaum (Adath Isral) said that the Grove Lane Beth 
Hamedrash did not recognise the Chief Kabbi and the Ecclesiastical 
Authorities. He had taken up the matter and received a letter from 
Mr. Feingold, the Senior Warden. Mr. Gaventa read this letter, in which 
the writer stated that “we not only recognise the Chief Rabbi of the 
British Empire and the Mcclesiastical Authorities, but at all our meetings 
we show the highest respect for him.” He appealed to the Press to 
publish this contradiction.

He had 
rendered inestimable services to the Jewish people, and it was on}, right 
and proper that the two bodies with whom he had been so closely associated 
for so long a time should join in asking him to accept a small g ft as a 
mark of their esteem. He was sure Mr. Lucien Wolf would be glad to 
know that never had he seen so many letters expressing the warmest 
agreement as with this desire to offer him some recognition of his services. 
The Board was not always unanimous, but on this oecasion it had been 
entirely unanimous. Therefore, on behalf of the Board and of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, he would ask Mr. Wolf to accept a cheque and £1,000 
worth of 54 per cent. conversion notes as a token of their esteem. 

Mr. Lucian WOL#r, in returning thanks, said he was af aid it was 
very difficult for him to frame an adequate acknowledgment of the 
extremely kind and generous presentation which they had made to him 
and of the warm-hearted and flattering interpretation which Mr. 
D’Avigdor Goldsmid had been good enough to give him of it. He 
could only say that it touched him very deeply, and that he thanked 
them for it most sincerely. He owed a great debt of gratitude to 
the collaboration of those with whom and under whom he-had worked. 
Next month the Joint Foreign Committee would celebrate the eompletion 
of ites first halfa century. One of the advantages of old age was that of 
being able to indu’ge in retrospect. He remembered the time before the 
‘Treaty of Berlin, and he compared that time with to-day. He thought 
that anyone who would make such a comparison would see what a 
wonderful change had been brought about. The work done primarily by 
the Joint Foreign Committee in Paris in 1919 was the turning point in 
Jewish history.

CCCCXLI.—Jerusalem—Old and New Aspects. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


lo you remember Lavid who was at school withus’ I met him ¢), 
other day, and learned with astonishment that he had spent over a y.. 
in Palestine, whence he had just returned. It was marvellous to eber,. 
how the country had cast its spell over even so prosy a person. [io 
waxed eloquent as he described the sunsets, the moonlit roads, t)\> 
general beauty of nature, and the loveliness of the Jewish children. (© 
the old-world charm of Jerusalem he could not speak adequately ; muc' 
of it was due to the fact that the streets had no names and the house. no 
numbers. But the City Fathers of Jerusalem were about to move wilt): 
the times in this matter; they had debided to choose names for tir 
streets and to affix the respective designations at cach end in English, 
Hebrew and Arabic. 

It was no easy task to select suitible street names. Difficult as th: 
ig even in E ropean cities, it was made trebly difficult by the composit: 
character of the inhabitants of the Holy City. One would have thoue!|t 
th t in a city which is. richer in historical associations than perhay 
any other in the world, it would be comparatively easy to select historica\ 
names. But the Crusading worthies would hardly find favour with the 
Arabs; the Jews could not be expected to welcome the names of the 
Aposties; while the Christians would not be delighted with names like 
Saladin or Soliman. Nevertheless, the choice of street names had to be 
maie on a system of compromise; and the result is a curious and 
interesting mixture of associations. The Prophets of the Bible are all 
included; Isaiah Street st rs a Jew strangely. Think what we will of 
Josephus as a patriot, itis fitting thatJerusalem should possess a Josephs . 
Strect. To meet the wishes of Christians a Paul Street was adopted ; to 
mect the demands of history there is a Tancred Street and a Godfrey of 
Bouillon Street. After all Paul was once a Jew called Saul, and an 
unbiassed study of the man would show him to have been a Jew to the 
end-——in his appeals, in his persistence, in his fight for God as he conceive! 
God, It is a pity he was attracted by the new Christian movement 
to-day we can surely afford to be just to Saul-Paul. . Whether we like 
him or not. he has given his name to a street in Jerusalem. 

So with the Crusaders. For Jews the word calls up horrible scenes 
of slaughter and desolation, of wild-eyed women and terror-stricken 
children, of burning synagogues and drowning human beings, of those 
who stood for the Lord and those who were th» tools of Satan. The 
Crusaders were no advertisement for the reality of Christian love -as 4!! 
honest Christians must sadly admit, Yet when allis said, the Crusades 
were great events in Europe in their time, stirring men and nations, even 
influencing politics, The Kingdom of Jerosalem, even though its history 
was comparatively short-lived (1099-1291) is a fact,and ifGodfrey of Bouillon 
Street will now be found in a Directory of Jerusalem, there cannot be any 
objection to iton historical grounds. The same applies to Saladin Street, 
commom rating the great Moslem victor over the Christian armies, and 
to Soliman Street in honour of the builder of the ramparts of the city 
which have continued to this day. Jews, like other people, cannot wi-h 
away history, bitter though its memories often are for them. Doubtiess 
Jews wouldhave preferred str: etnamesof Jewish association only,. But this 
relatively small matter is significantof thetrue Jewish position in Palestin: 
and Jews are realists. Besides, they have their fair share of Jewi-h 
names, including Ben Yehuda Street—a choice which wall gladden tlic 
hearts of all lovers of modern Hebrew. In the Colonies, of course, only 
Jewish street names are used: in the Jewish suburbs of Jerusalem the 
poets and philosophers of the golden age in Spain adorn streets in a town 
where many of them longed to be. 

As David was speaking in that quick way of his, there crossed througtt 
niy mind references to ancient street names in Jerusalem. It remembered 
the Baker's Street, from which Jeremiah obtained a daily loaf during his 
imprisonment . there was the Broad Place of the Water Gate, the Uppe: 
Market Place, and the Valley of the Cheesemongers. But these were 
special appellations for particular localities ; quite generally the inhal 
tants knew the thoroughfares of the city even though they had no names 
of theirown. And how they loved the city! “Beantiful in elevation, 
sings the Psalmist; “the joy of the whole earth, is Mount Zion, on the 
sides of the north; the city of a great King.” The Talmud reports * 
popular saying that of the ten portions of beauty in the world, nine wero 


ah oun S244. One can understand the joy of the pilgrims on the 
Three Festivals as they marched towards the city. Elated as they were) 
the national and religious ceremonial, the spirit of the place, too, must haye 
been a factor in their joyousness. Modern pilgrims likewise confess (> 
the influence of the magic of the place. Many Jews now proceed () 
Jerusalem, especially to celebrate the Seder there: not a few Christian, 
come to what to them also is the Holy City, either as ordinary tourists © 
as members of some great conference on religious matters. Nor should 
the casual visitor be forgotten. David described the arrival of these 
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people in Jerusalem—for the most part participants im Mediterranean 
cr uises, usually in the months of February, March and April. Their 
«feamers put into Haifa, and the travellers proceed to Jerusalem fora day 
cr two to see the sights—sometimes in as many as forty or fifty motor 
ars. To accommodate these birds of passage is no easy problem. One 
« reminded of the tradition that no matter how many festival pilgrims in 
jays of old came to Jerusalem they were not overcrowded. But then 
they found a temporary resting-place in private homes; the Telmad 
records that the families willing to receive pilgrim visitors indicated the 
fact by placing a curtain on the door of their houses. 

Lastly there are visitors to Jerusalem from the south-west. David 
informed me that many Fgyptians escape from their intolerably hot 
summer to the cooler climate of Jerusalem or Carmel. It seems as 
though there is every prospect of Palestine becoming an lastern 
witzerland. 

With so many visitors and tourists in the city, it is nots irprising 
that one hears the troubled ery of the modern civilised man— Where shall 
we go this evening? Other centres cater for the entertainment and 
amusement of their visitor Jerusalem has (fortunately perhaps) made 
little progress in this direction. David informed me that the cafes and 
restaurants are somewhat primitive in character; that there is only one 
cinema and no theatre. The Arabs are enthusiasti: cinema goer . and 
even though the captions are in French and Hebrew, the pictures therm 
selves appeal so much to them (that they are loud in their applause or 
disapproval. tut though there is no theatre in Jerusaleni, Palestine 
can boast of two Hebrew travelling theatrical companies. and one 
liebrew opera company, which give performances for the most 
part in Tel-Aviv, Jerusalem and Haifa. David assured me, 
and It was not surprised to learn, that the achievements of

force limit themselves to plays for which little scenery and decoration ts 
required, and where the actors make the most appeal. Nor should the

‘The Coming of the Messiah.”

The greates! commentators of the Bible upon whom we can really 
depend for a correct com mental y are, course, the WILE RIT: (larg Adit 
kelos, Jonathan Ben Uzzicl, and the Jerusalem They stand 
head and shoulders above all the later commentators of the Exile. 
Jonathan Ben Uzziel recived most of his information almost direct from 
the last prophets—Haggai, Zechariah and Malachi. 

The tirst mention of the Messiah we find as far back as the time of 
Jacob ; in Genesis, chap. 49, where we read that “ Jacob called unto his 
sons and said: ‘Gather yourselves to; sether, that | may tell you ‘that 
Which shall befall you in the end of days,”” Targ:im Jonathan informs ns 
that Jacob intended to tell them about the Messiah. 


In the same chapter, verse 10, reading “till Shiloh will come,” all the 
Jargumim, evenitOnkelos, tell us that this refers to the Messiah : als» the 
lollowing verses therein. The next place is in Exodus chap. 12-42 (by 
the Jerusalem Targ:im), in Numbers, chap. 11-26, at the time of the last 
war of Gog and Magog around Jerusalem, and in chap. 24-17. Throughout 
all the books of the Prophets and the Writings, the / irgum vefers to the 
Messiah, especially in the Book of Isaiah.

This explanation is supported 
by the fact that the sin-offering consisted of a pigeon or dove, whereas 
after a transcression a bullock had normally to be sacrificed (iv., 3). Lhe 
reason why a woman had to bring a sin-offering was the same as in the 
case of persons who recovered from cer‘ain physical disorders which ha: 
rendered them temporarily unclean (xv., 15, 50), viz., their ailment had 
prevented them from taking their part in the rcligious lif> of the com 
munity.

I ask you now if vou can really judge the attitude of 
us Western Zionists to be less worthy, less commendable than that of the 
Jewish millionaires and decadents. . . 

If the Jews desire to return to Palestine, it is not to plunge again 
into the barbarity-of the Chetto. Freed from their shackles, breathing 
the air of justice and of sympathy, they will develop intellectually, morally 
and physically with a rapidity that will astonish the world.” _

The years from 1897 to 1899 were for Max Nordau times of terrible 
struggle, internally and externally. As he had predicted, more far-seeing 
in this than was his friend Herzl, the ideas of Zionism were fiercely opposed 
by the very people who should have found in their hearts an echo of sympathy 
for the Movement, by the “comfortable * Jews, sheltered from persecution, 
assimilated in powerful nations and desiring nothing more than to lose all

Anti-Semitism in Russia. 


Government Action for Suppression. 


Anti-Semitism is greatly on the increase in Soviet Russia * ccording 
to the PRAVDA, which publishes details of persecution in factories and 
workshops of Jewish workers. This is the result, says the paper, of the 
economic situation, the competition of private trade, the housin. sbortage 
arid the unemployment in «fMices where large notmocrs of Jews are 
es Central. Committee of the Communist Part y has drawn up a 
general programme of measures to combat anti-Semitic tendencies in the 
Sovict Union. It has issued a circular in which it urges strict measures 
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{oO suppress anti-Semitic agitation, but asks for discretion in this activity 
in order that the impression may not be given that the Soviet Government 
is a Government of Jews or is ter particular champion. 

In spite of the alleged growth of anti-Jewish feeling, however, Russian 
Jewry celebrated Passover this year ona much wider scale than it has 
‘ftlone in recent years. The synacorcrnes were crowtled with worshippers, 
Madtcot were sold in large «mantities and funds were collected openiy to! 
the purpose of providing Watzot for the poor. Hebrew prayer books and 
religious works printed by the Government printers enjoy a wide sale.

Improvement in Labour Situation. 
o= — 
UNEMPLOYMENT HALVED. 
[From our Correspondent. } JERUSALEM. 


The High Commissioner, in an interview with a delegation of the 
General Jewish Labour Federation, was informed last week that the 
number of unemployed had b en redu ed from 7,000 in March, 1927, to 
2.750 in the same month of this year. 

Expansion of Jewish industry absorbed 1,200 of the unemployed, 500 
found work in domestic service, 900 were engaged in Governm«nt works 
undertsken to relieve stress, abont 400 were transferred ‘rom the towns 
to agricultural settlements, and more tha, 350 additional! labour rs were 
taken on by Zionist insti utions. The Palestine Zionist Executive, out of 
Keren Hayesod funds, provided some of these works. and was also iostru- 
mental in helping to’ secure others. Skilled » orkers were ¢a ily accom- 
modated, both in Government and private work , Transjordania having 
become an employer of Jewish craftsmen from the western side of 
Jordan. 

Lord Plower, assuring the delegation that the Government considered 
jt was its duty to help to relieve unemployment, asked the Labour 
leaders to. convey to theic ranks his appreciation of the remarkable 
behaviour of Jewis!) Labour during a very difficult period through which 
it had passed-—" behaviour unparalleled in any other country.” 


Palestine has had the privilege this Passover of welcoming the 
Hobima, the precirser of the modern Hebrew stage. There has een no 
little excitement in Jernealem and Tel-Aviv, and seats for ail perfo mances 
were sold out long ahead of the actnal performances. Queues of people 
besieged the advance-bookin: office.

Arab Riots in Palestine. 
RESENTMENT AGAINST MISSIONARY CONFERENCE. 

At Gava last Friday a number of Moslems requested the district 
officer t» permit them to hold a demonstration protesting against the 
Missionary Conference. Permission was refased, but the district «officer 
consented to receive a deputation, which proceeded to his offices during 
the hour of prayer. 

Meanwhile a rumour had reached the mosque that the depn'‘ation 
had been arrested, whereupon a crowd of 400 Moslems surged towards 
the police barracks and attempted to break into them. As there were 
only twenty policemen in the barracks, which contained quantities of 
arnis and ammunition, the officer in charge ordered his men to open fire. 
Iwo members of the crowd were slightly wounded, and the attack was 
rep lied. 

The prompt arrival of reinforcements from Jaffa restored order. 

The epi-ode appears to be the culmination of Moslem irritation 
against the Mi-sionary Conference.— Reutcr.

Pushing Palestine Products.

To the Editor of THe JEWIsH CHRONICLE, 


Sik,—Your correspondent, Mr. 8. Landman, M.A., ought to be 
congratulated for having brought forward for discussion tm your very 


valuable columns the matter of how best to push the sale of Palestine’s 
prodacts in this country. I have been wai'i g to see what the members 
of the Anglo-Palestinian Club were goi: g to do about it, as I believe tuey 
had undertaken to produce a practical scheme. 

The importance of initiating a “Buoy Palestine Goods” campaign 

cannot be over-estimated. Such a movement, successfully organised. 
would d) much to make Palestine economically independent of outside 
aid. It would enable the country to develop in a normal way, by stimu- 
lating its industries and attracting capital. Even Palestinian Labour 
leaders must realise by now that capital is essential to the development 
of the country. <retz Yisrael cannot grow culturally except upon a basis 
of solid economic prosperity. 
Dr. Kastelianski’s sche: e, as outlin d by Mr. Landman, reads very 
well. For the upkeep of premises aloe, £3,000 per an um is requ red. 
It seems that no financial provision is made except for the payment of 
rent. Any plan for pushing the sale of goods in thi’ cotintry which did 
not include appropriations for extensive advertising: would be incomplete 
ad almost fruitless. 

It would be interesti»g to learn whether the Zionist Organisation or 
any other responsible body has ever made a scientific: mir et research 
with reference to the sale of Palestinian goods in the British market. 
Until -uch an investigation has been made, it would be useless, in my 
humble opinion, to spend a single penny on any sch me, for the 
Organisers would learn, 
should have discovered at the beginning. 

T .e Scheme so mysteriously h nted at by your wort y correspondent 
Mr. I. Sunlight, merely begs the question. He supplies no material 
details, but suggests a name of a proposed concern which shall open 
direct-to-consum:r at res. 
fell blow, take some of the bread out of the mouths of a large class of 
small shop-keepers without assisting Palestine to any appreciable extent. 
The directors of “ Palestine Products Ltd.,” might profit at the expense 
of a deserving section of the Community. 

I woud respectfully saggest tha® this question should be viewed from 
& natioual standpoint. To create more employment in Palestine by 
increasing unemployment here is the most undesirable way of pushing 
Palestine products. An attempt should be mde to create a new market, 
The existing machinery for distributing products is quite efficient, and 
should be utilised for the great urpose every Jew must so earnestly 
desire. Only by securing the utmost co-operation of producer, whole- 
saler, distributor and con<amer, can any scheme be uccexsful as it

American Confidence in Weizmann Regime.

DR. WISE’S RESIGNATION. 


The Executive Committee of the American Zionist Urganisation has 
unanimously adopted a vote of confidence in Mr. Louis Lipsky, the Presi- 
dent of the Organisation, and Dr. Weizmann, President of the Zionist 
World Organisation. The Executive Committee has also ratified the 
acceptance of the resignations of Dr. Stephen 8. Wiseand | essrs. Berenson 
and Nosenson. 


Dr. Wise has issued the following statement in explanation of his 
resignation: 


My resignation from the Administrative and Executive Committees of the 
Zionist Organisation of America is, and is meant to be, an act of vigorous and 
nomistakable dissent from the dominant methods of Zionist leadership and 
work. Itis designed to be an unequivocal protest agamst the present re qgime in 
Yaonist affairs which | hold to be menacing tothe Zionist Canse the re-building 
of Palestine as the National and Jewish Homeland—and gravely hurtful to the 
Jewish morale. 

At Basle. while a delegate at the Fifteenth Zionist Congress and the Chair- 
man of its Political Committee, I undertook to providea method for remedying, 
in partat least, the injury done to the Zionist programme by the failure of 
Britain as the Mandatory power for Palestine, of the League of Nations, to 
perform the solemnly given pledge, to facilitate the establishment in Palestine 
of the Jewish National Home My p'an, though perhaps not presented to the 
Congress with the meticulous etiquette of European Parliamentary usage, 
p ovided for the naming by the Congress of a Commission of Five to be led by 

ir. Weizmann, and to consist of representatives of America, England, Eastern 
Europe and Palestine, with a view to re-exploration together with the British 
Foreivn Office, of the bases of the National Jewish re-settlement of Palestine. 
Such failure of facilitation—one of the primary causes of the unhappy state of 
aflairs In Palestine—many of us believe to be due not to the ill-will of the 
British Government but to Zionist failare to press home the needs and rightful 
demands of the Jewish people) That proposal was not publicly accepted or 
rejected but vetoed by magisterial flat, which meant and means. despite tho 
seeming freedom of vote of retainers in Jerusalem, London and New York, an 
absolutest régime in Zionist affairs.

Every nation after the wir had exp rienced wha 
might be termed a renaissance, but there was one vital difference which 
distinguished the Zionist renaissance in Palestine. There the min 
motives were mor] and gpiritnal rather than political, economic or 
selfish. The Jews who were returning to Palestine were inspired by a 
hi h sense of idealism which was maki ¢ the new life created something 
which might prove a turning-point in the spiritual uplifting of mankind. 
When he had been in Palestine he had been most struck, not by the 
urban settlemen's but by the colonies which were being built up ona 
basis of Jewish tradition, and yet in harmony with modern-day progress. 
lle sincerely hoped that the Jews would see that their National Ho 1e 
did not be ome -a mere slavish copy of a Western State, but retained 
its specifically Jewish character, founded upon that spiritual cOn- 
ception which had made the small Jewish race so great an influence in 
the wo ld’s progress. Sir Alfred concluded with the words, “it you 
Jews do not seize the opportunity thus pres ‘nted, history will point a 
finger of scorn at the present gencration as having proved unworthy of 
the destiny of a great race.”

‘ts contribution towards the 1927-1928 budget of the University. 

A PALESTINE Pilgrimage Society, “ Ole Regel,” has been founded by 
the Palestine Central Office of the Aqudat Yisrael at Frankfort. The 
society will endeavour to enable people who cannot afford a visit to 
Valestine, to make at least one pilgrimage to the country. Ten per cent, 
of the members will be chosen by lot each year to join in the pilgrimage. 
Members of the Society will be required to contribute a sum of two 
shillings weekly for a period of ten years.

Mark Gertler. 
AN AKTIS™ WITH STRANGE TECHNIQUE. 


At his recent exhibition a the Leicester Galicri+s one was led 
to wonder whether Mr. Gertler gains or loses more by his at once 
passionate and obtuse refusal to adopt a manneri-m or to learn 
from his fellow-artists the secrets of style with which to 
adorn the results of his almost surly investigations into his subjects. 
Europe swarms with . sensationalists whom ertlier might surpass 
if he chose to enhance his genuine discoveries with their arresting 
brassiness. There are half-a-dozen masters, notably Derain and 
Marchand, in still-life, who seem peculiariy fitted to teach him how to 
clothe his powerfal but uncouth visions with some grace of method. 
Gertier resolutely turns his back His work is splendidly sincere, 
deplorably unpolishe!. He is a primitive, a peasant artist. 

The peasant quality (for want of a better term) is most marked in his 
attitude towards colour. He uses it to keep part distinct from part in 
his design, never striking more than the simplest chord in all the 
potentially complicated harmo ies of shade and tone. His meth d is 
related closely to that of the child or naif painter who uses colour to mark, 
not the relation, but the difference in hair and face, as if they were 
painted blocks of wood. 

This is especially the case in his portraits, the most ambitious of 
which, Mrs. John Mavrogordato (No. 75),is a most interesting attempsé 
to design a rece sive subject flatly upon the picture plane. The problem 
is not altogether solved, but the passion and sincerity with which it is 
attacked justify the highest hopes of the artist’s future success in this 
direction. 

Mr. Gertler’s genius, however, is manifested most triumphantly in 
his pictures of still-life, which fall into two divisions. The studies of 
pottery (notably No. 67), and the King of Prussia, are by far the most 
mannered and accomplished work he has given us. But they lack the 
forcefulness and the intensely individual vision of his other work in this 
genre. A flower-piece No. 1, a da large study of melons were perhaps the 


most personal and successful pictures in this very interesting 
exhibition. 
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Law Cases. 


Claim for Possession.—In the Mayor's and City of London Court, 
pefore Judge Shewell Cooper, the Mayor, Commonalty and Citizens of 
the City of London were the plaintiffs, and Mr. Morris Levy, of 10, 
Hutchinson Street, E.C., was the defendant in an action for possession of 
the house at 10, Hutchinson Street. Mr. W. N. Earle, for the plaintiffs 
said that the Corporation desired to obtain the house in counection with 
the Hutchinson Street Improvement Scheme. The refusal of the 
defendant t» take accommodation which had been offered was holding 
up most important work. Two offers of alternative accommodation hat 
been refuse , one on the ground of high rent, andth+ other because it 
was too distayt from his work. Plaintiffs now offered him a hous? in 
Wenlock Street, about twenty minutes walk from the premises he now 
occupied, There was only a slight increas: in rent, but he would get the 
samie accommodation. Mr. Levy, the defendant, said he was a 
beadle at a Synagogue close to his honse in Hutchinson Street. The 
hours of ‘his service, together with the restrictions placed upon 
his conduct as an orthodox Jew, made it cssential for him to 
live close to the Synagogue. He had seen the house in Wenlock 
Street, and assumed it would take him one hour to get from that house 
to the Synagogue and back, and on the Jewish Sabbath he had to mako 
sometimes four attendances. Further he was a collector for a benefit 


society, and any of the members ass sted him n his work by bringing 
their contributio s to his house.. It wa unlikely that they would consent 
to visit premises at half an hour's journey away for the sim® purpose, 


that woul greatly increase his work. Judge Shewell Cooper said he 
iated that the defendant had some real difficulties to fac», bu it 
v ighly importa: t thas the scheme, which his presence in Hutchinson 

t was holding up, should be proceeded with. ‘Ihe most !e could do 

the defendant was to give him a month in which to do the best he 

d in obta’ning, if he chose, more suitab!e premises than those off red

Divorced Wife's Passport.— Last week, at the Westminster Police 

Mrs. Dorothy Arnowitz, twenty-five, of Torbay Street, Kentish 
own, was fined £25, with £5 costs, fo: making false statements for. the 
purpose of procuring a passport. Mr. R. M. Howe, prosecating, said that 
on June 15th, 1924, Mrs. Arnowitz was married to a Russian named 
Jacob Arnowilz. the did not appear to have lived with him for long, and 
when filling up the application form ‘tor a.passport on September 17th, 
she gave her name as Dorothy Seales. She stated that she was 
unmorried and a British subject. Mr. Howe added that the offence was 
not so much that she wasthe wife of an alicn, but that she had passed as 
an unmarricd woman. She had also stated that she had not previously 
applied for a passport, whereas, in June, 1925, she applied for and was 
granted one in the name of Dorothy Nicholson. Mr. Woolfe, defending, 
said that Mrs. Arnowitz acted innocently. There was no intention on her 
part to use the passport for criminal purposes. Inspector Canning said 
that Mr. Jacob Arnowitz had obtained a divorce, the proceedings being 
undefended. 

Sentenced for Burglary.—FRreprrick MCWILLIAMS (22), steward, 
and JACK PrRry (22), waiter, pleaded “not guilty” at the London 
bessions to burglary at the dwelling house of Woolf Phillips, a jeweller, 
at 7, Woodchurch Road, Hampstead, on 5th and 6th March, and stealing 
articles of the value of £200. Perry was also charged with possessing 
house-breaking implements by night, but when both were found guilty 
of receiving, by the jury, this charge was not procecded with. Mr. Phillips 
stated that on the night of 5th March he bolted his front door at half-past 
cleven when he went to bed. The next morning he found the place in 
disorder, He adJed that Perry's mother was cook at his house. The 
jury found the men guilty of receiving stolen property. Previous con: 
victions having been proved against the accused, Sir Robert Wallace 
sentenced them to nine months’ imprisonment cach. 


Theft of Skins.—Puiuie SMOLANsKI (18), hairdresser, pleaded “ Not 
Guil y,” at the London ressions, to stealing fifty-eight fitch skin», the 
property of Maurice Kons. For the prosecution it was stat-d that on 5th 
March the accused called at prosecator’s shop, 41, Pelham Street, with 
some skins, and represented himself as coming from Mrs. Ginsberg, who 
had a shop in the locality. Kons, however, was not accustomed to 
purchase skins in this way, but always through the sale-room, and he 
refused to buy. De'endant then asked to be shown some fitch skins in 
(he shop, and he remarked that he m ght find a buyer forthem. On the 
12th March he telephoned Miss Kons, prosecutor's daughtcr, and said he 
would ecalllater. Subsequently he called, and sa‘d “I have gota buyer for 
them.” A parcel of fifty-eight skins was done up, and defendant, accom. 
panied by a representative of Mr. Kons, went to Selfridges. There 
defendant asked his companion to wait outside, as he did not want to 
introduce him to his customer. After waiting ten minutes, Mr. Kons 
1cpresentati.e went to find defendant, and could not discover either him 
orthe skins. The value of the property was £49 6s, The police traced 
(cfendant to Ponder’s End, but he was not at home. Later on defendant 
save himself up. The defence was a denial of the theft. The jury found 
him “Guilty” with a recommendation to mercy on account of his age. In 
icply to Mr. H. W. Wilberforce (Deputy Chairman), the detective said that 
ccofendant had refused to tell what had become of the skins.

In cons quence ail his work was heard toa 
running accompaniment of hissing whispers, suppre sed laughs creaking 
chairs, th rustle of sweet bags and tissu> paper, and even the disturb. 
ance of persons who were rude enongh to make their way into the 
hall and to their seats in the middie of a movement or a piece. A 
less crow ec! hall w uld have been iairer and more ge erous to him 
than one crammed with an au ience which largely had come not to hear 
at all, and.who consequently gave a disgusting exhibition of bad 
manners. Louis Dembinsky should pray to be saved from such audiences 
in ure. 

There are certain cold and hard qualities in Gwen Jackson's voice 
which present her being an exceptionally powe ful singer, especially 
. when emotional singing is requir d. But her recital at the Wigmore 

Hall on Monday eveni g was excellent from beginning to end, and not 
once did she fail to sustain our interest. For one thing she ha: a fine 
contro: of a very flexible voice, which in such daintily charming 
pieces as Liza Lehmann's “ Woodpigeon” was cleverly used; in the 
case of the “ \oodpigeon” to convey a perfect imitation of the bird's 
tremulous coving. All her songs were of an usually high standard, 
both in themselves and in her rendering, but best of all was the group 
of French songs, which her voice and m nner perfectly suited.

Last weck I refcrred to some of the points of interest to be found 
in the synagogue and its services. This week | propose to tell you 
something about the Scroll ot the Law. 

THE '“ SEPHER.” 

Nowadays we rarely see a Scroll of the Law except in synagogue, 
but in olden times it was regarded as the duty of every Jew to possess 
a scroll, and one of the reasons why the custom a'rong orthodox Jews 
of having the head covered in the house of mourning bas survived is 
because a Scroll of the Law was generally kept in the living-room, 
another reason, of course, being that words of holy writ were con. 
stantly on the lips of pious Jews, especialiy at meal times, the table 
being regarded as representing the altar of the Temple. The Rabbis | 
lay down very strict instructions for the preparation of the Scroll, 
which has to be written on parchment made only from the skins of , 
animals not prohibited for food. Lines are ruled on each page so 
that the writing may be regular, and only the best ‘lack ink may be 


used. Coloured inks or illuminations, freely used for the Megilich, :% 
are not regarded with favour in the pentatenchal scroll. While scrolts 
vary in size, the length is generally about 17 inches or fingyrbreadths,

“THIS FREEDOM.”. 

THE SUBJECT UNDER Discussion: The debate was opened by 
Harry Joseph, who suggested that, from the Jewish point of view, our 
people have derived no advantages from emancipation, that ever since 
there has been a degeneration in Jewish observance, a weakening of 
Jewish tradi ion, a growth of apostasy and intermarriage. He dis- 
cerned an associati:n between « mancipation and these phenomena in 
the fact that they are more rife in the countries of the West, where 
Jews have most freedom, and are less pronounced in those countries 
where Jews still suffer from various disabilities. 

“Ivrith Anochi” writes: “I congratul te you on your choice of a 
debate. Mr. Joseph has indeed introduced a most debatable subject 
and given us food for serious thought. But I must say I don’t wholly 
& ree with the various points Mr. Joseph raises, which are causing 
this undoubtedly extremely regrettable ‘ dry rot’ in our religion. 


IMMIGRATION BUSINESS.’ 


“Take, for instance, this immigration business. Does Mr. Joseph 
sincerely and really believe that because the immigration of our 
uufortunate brethren has been restricted to this tight little isle 
Judaism is on the dowoward trend? Well. Idon’t. I hav: very little 
doubt that if the ban on immigr tion were lifted. we would find the 
same lax standard of Judaism prev iling among the immigrants as 
those who had been here some time. Those Jews who held to 
trad tional Judaism would be in the minority. Let us look around. 
i’m sure you or ! could single ont, nay, group en ” asse, in the various 
towns, thos» self-sam immigrant Jews now, more or k ss, «nglicised. 
True,.some of them. or perhaps most of them, have been here twenty, 
thirty or more years, and are bound to have imbibed the customs, 
manners, ad even a modified religion—such as ‘ Liberal’ Judaism—of 
their non-Jewis: neighbours. And what sort of religion have these 
immigrant Jews, the majority of them, passed on to thei children? 
Lukewarm, or go-as-you-please Judaism. I don’t say that these 


brethren of ours when they first came over lacked that fine spirit of 


enthusiusm for Judaism. No. When in distress, in hunger, and in 


want turn to the God of your forefathers.
